AS YOU DRIVE down Interstate

to the Price-Black Farms, a modern 
dairy setup with a herd of 3,100 dairy 
cattle of all ages including 1,700 of 
milking age. 

It didn’t just happen. For one thing, 
irrigation from the Rio Grande, 
supplemented by pumps, provides the 
forage crops so essential to a dairy 
operation. And the success of this 
huge operation depends, of course, on 
the management. At  Price-Black 
Farms, G. Paul Black, executive 
vice-president, oversees the entire 
operation. ““You’ve got to be a good 
manager with a small herd before you 
can become a good manager with a 
large herd,” he says. 

And that’s certainly true of Paul 
Black, who started in the dairy 
business in 1932 with a herd of 50 
head of mixed-breed cattle. The 
Price-Black Farms was founded then 
by Black and the late Robert B. Price, 
Sr., of El Paso, who died in 1967. His 
son, Robert B. Price, Jr., is president. 
Price lives in El Paso where he operates 
Price’s El Paso Dairy, with 2,200 
Holstein cows. 


GREEN CHOP is delivered fresh from field twice daily 
and cows in milk eat an average of 24.3 pounds per day. 
Main crop is irrigated alfalfa, an important part of ration. 
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MILKING BARN, with 272 stalls, is full 16 hours a day. Here G. Paul 
Black supervises one of 14 regular milkers. 


The Price-Black Farms occupies 
1,200 acres, with 825 under irrigation. 
They raise alfalfa for green chop (330 
acres) and corn for silage (225 acres). 
Cotton (270 acres) is a cash crop. 
Eight irrigation wells are supplemented 
with surface water from Elephant 
Butte Dam, 30 miles away. (One well, 
for example, 70 feet deep, produces 
1,850 gallons per minute.) 

The milking barn, with 272 stalls, is 
full of cows 16 hours a day. The other 
eight hours are used for cleaning up 
when the barn is readied for the next 
day’s work. Each string of cows is 
hosed down before milking, and the 
liquid manure is piped to a lagoon

tag. 


ABOUT 1,400 HEAD of replacements are bred and 
raised on the farms each year. Here is a pen of replacement 
heifers. Each has a tattoo and an easily read plastic ear 


from which it is released to irrigation 
ditches. A crew of 25 men handles the 
milking and cleanup chores, working 
in split shifts. 

Cows are machine-milked twice a 
day, 238 an hour, on the average. The 
milking barn has eight rows of 
stanchions with 34 cows per row. 
Seven rows are used for regular 
milking, while the other is used for 
fresh cows, drying cows, and so forth. 
Each of the 14 milking machine 
operators milks 208 cows daily. Each 
milker works an eight-hour shift — 
from 7 to 11 a.m. and 12 to 4 p.m., or 
from 7 to 11 p.m. and 12 to 4 a.m. 
There are seven milkers on each of the

two shifts. Some milkers have been 
with Price-Black Farms 20 years or 
longer. 

The supervisory people have, for 
many years, participated in a profit- 
sharing bonus plan as an added 
incentive to give their jobs their best 
efforts. Their bonuses are based on the 
dairy farms earning a preset return on 
investment, and any earnings over this 
base are participated in by manage- 
ment and supervisors. 

The basic ingredient in the grain 
mixture is milo, which makes up as 
much as one-half of the ration. Other 
grains, such as barley, wheat, corn, and 
oats, are used as available. A protein 
level of between 13 and 16 percent is 
maintained (depending on season of 
the year) by adding cottonseed meal 
and 20 pounds of urea per ton. 
Additional nonprotein nitrogen is 
supplied through the use of diammon- 


INDIVIDUAL FOLDERS are kept 
for each cow. They contain pedigree, 
health and breeding records. 
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ium phosphate at the rate of 30 
pounds per ton. 

Cows are fed grain according to 
their production. For example, a cow 
producing 25 to 30 pounds of milk 
daily receives only five pounds of 
grain. For each two and one-half 
pounds above that amount of milk, 
she receives another pound of grain. 
The average daily ration consists of 
15.2 pounds of grain, 16.3 pounds of 
hay, and 24.3 pounds of green chop or 
10.8 pounds of corn silage. 


“We're trying cubed alfalfa this 
year,” Black says. “Cubes cost $2 to 
$3 a ton more than baled hay, but 
they’re easier to handle and take less 
storage space. We can get 900 tons of 
cubes in the same barn that would 
only hold 500 tons of baled hay.” 


Cows are bred either in the morning 
or evening, depending on when they 
first are noticed in heat. Those caught 
in heat after 10 a.m. are bred early the 
next morning; those found in heat 
before 10 a.m. are bred at 3:30 p.m. 
Pregnancy diagnosis by rectal examina- 
tion determines pregnancy in all cows 
not returning to heat within 45 to 60 
days after breeding, and conception 
rate to total service averages about 55 
percent. 


Commenting on disease control, 
Price said this: “Disease control is a 
whole subject in itself, but, briefly, we 
vaccinate against brucellosis, lepto, 
IBR, and BVD. Lepto and IBR are 
vaccinated against annually, as the 
cows go to drylot. We also maintain a 
rigid testing and treating program to 
minimize mastitis. Each month our 


DHIA tester runs a CMT on each cow. 
All cows reading two plus or more on 
composite sample are tested by indi- 
vidual quarter and treated accordingly. 
We seldom see over one percent of our 
herds being treated for mastitis.” 

Dry cows are methodically treated 
for mastitis by infusing antibiotics into 
each quarter as they are dried off. Any 
dry cow with garget in a quarter is 
rechecked periodically to make sure 
the mastitis clears up before she 
freshens again. 

Production records are kept on the 
standard DHIA and DHIR computer 
read-out sheets. These are filed in an 
individual cow folder, specially de- 
signed with spaces provided for pedi- 
gree information, health record, type 
classification, breeding information, as 
well as any other information perti- 
nent to the life of the animal. These 
folders are taped to a stiff paper 
backing equipped with hangers to hang 


EXPECTED CALVING DATES are 
marked on sides with silver nitrate so 
they may be grouped by calving dates. 
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onto parallel bars in the filing cabinet 
drawer. 

This method of filing keeps the 
folders in perfect alignment so that 
plastic tabs can be stuck on the top at 
any one of the 12 locations desig- 
nating the months of the year. 
Different colored tabs are used to 
indicate freshening, breeding, drying 
off, and special problems. 

About 1,400 head of replacements 
are bred and raised on the farms. Most 
of the cows are bred artificially by 
farm personnel to bulls selected 
carefully for both production and 
type. 

Each newborn calf nurses its mother 
at least the first time. The newborn 
calves are gathered from the corrals or 
the maternity barn and are carried, not 
walked, to the calf barn. Here, they 
are placed in an individual newly 
disinfected stall. The calf man coats 
the navel with iodine, vaccinates them 
with a mixed bacterin (No. 2), injects 
them with two cubic centimeters of 
vitamin A, D, E, and five centimeters 
of Clostridium pasturella serum, plus 
vaccination with Elanco Bar-3 vaccine. 

They are fed fresh colostrum milk 
to which is added for the first five 
days one teaspoonful of Nitrofurazone 
soluble powder to each feeding. Only 
colostrum milk is fed for the first two 
weeks, with milk replacer pellets being 
offered the second or third day. 
Formerly, only colostrum was fed for 
the first month, but it was found that 
the variation in richness of colostrum 
caused quite a bit of calf diarrhea. 
Now, beginning with the third week, 
half milk replacer is mixed with the 
colostrum, and the results have been 
good. 

All calves are dehorned when less 
than two weeks of age. A scoop 
dehorner knife is used. 

The heifer calves stay in the 
individual stalls in the calf barn until 
they are at least six weeks old, at 
which time they are placed in groups 
of eight in small calf corrals outside.

They stay in these corrals until they 
are two and one-half to three months 
old, being fed milk replacer, good- 
quality alfalfa hay, and a grain mixture 
of two parts rolled oats to one part of 
milk replacer pellets. 

At this age, when calves normally 
are weaned, extra teats are clipped off, 
and the calves are vaccinated with a 
mixed bacterin No. 3 against blackleg, 
malignant edema, and septicemia. 


At this time the grain ration also is 
changed. The oat and pellet ration is 
replaced with a mixed grain and 
concentrate ration, containing mainly 
rolled or ground milo with added 
cottonseed meal, urea, vitamin A, and 
minerals. This is fed at the rate of 
three pounds per head daily. To this is 
added milk replacer pellets at the rate 
of one pound per head per day. Good 
alfalfa hay is fed free-choice. 


As the calves approach six months 
of age, the veterinarian gives them 
their official ‘brucellosis vaccination 
and applies the official ear tag which 
coincides in number with the herd tag 
and tattoo they were given at birth. 


At this age, they are ready for 
transfer to the feed pens where they 
are raised to breeding age. Their feed 
for the next 18 months consists 
mainly of roughage: Alfalfa hay, green 
alfalfa, and corn silage. In addition, 
several pounds of rolled milo are fed. 
To the rolled milo is added minerals, 
vitamin A at the rate of 10,000 to 
20,000 units per pound of feed, and 
molasses. 


Every heifer calf is eartagged and 
tattooed as soon as she is dropped. She 
keeps this number until breeding age, 
which is 15 months, then is assigned a 
permanent herd number, which is 
applied on the left side as a brand with 
caustic soda. When a heifer is diag- 
nosed pregnant, the expected calving 
date also is applied with silver nitrate 
below the herd number. This permits 
springing heifers to be kept together as 
a unit. 


Until her recent death, in December 
1968, the “pride and joy” of the herd 
was Prince’s Kubilee, a registered 
Guernsey cow that set five consecutive 
national class leader milk records. Her 
records, all 305 days except the first 
which was 365, and all on 2x were:

A pipeline carries the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY Milk, about 6,300 gallons 
daily, from the machines through a 
plate cooler to refrigerated tanks, 
where it is cooled to 34 degrees. The 
milk is hauled on alternate days by 
tank truck to Price’s Valley Gold 
Dairy in Albuquerque and Price’s 
Creameries in El Paso. 

They have found that packaging 
milk in bright-colored cartons helps to 
step up milk sales. Price’s Creameries is 
using a variety of solid colors on 
cartons and has eliminated lettering on 
all but one side of the carton. 
Buttermilk appears in yellow cartons, 
GURNZGOLD in gold, homogenized 
milk in red cartons, chocolate in 
brown, and half and half in light tan 
(for coffee with cream). 

Price-Black Farms is an exceptional 
example of scientific farming. The 
emphasis is on efficiency in all phases 
of the business which means automa- 
tion whenever it is possible. The 
Guernsey show herd has won many 
champion awards at fairs and shows 
throughout the Southwest. At the 
1969 National Guernsey Show, their 
aged bull, Woodacres Nance’s Valiant, 
was named senior and grand cham- 
pion. “Valiant” and a junior yearling 
bull, Price-Black Klarissas Karl, were 
both named All-American for 1969. 


Black graduated from New Mexico 
State University in 1927 with a major 
in agriculture. His son, Kenneth, who 
assisted in managing the farms until his 
death last May, received his degree in 
animal husbandry from New Mexico 
State in 1951. Kenneth also served in 
the state legislature for several years, 
and, at the time of his death, was a 
member of the board of regents of his 
alma mater. 

Experts do not regard the desert 
country, with its hot summer sunshine 
and abrupt day and night temperature 
changes, as ideal climate for raising 
dairy cattle. But Price-Black Farms has 
demonstrated that scientific know- 
how, plus good management — not 
location — are the ingredients of 
success in dairying. 
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Good Feeding Value In 
High-Moisture Corn Silage 


WISCONSIN DAIRYMEN can suc- 
cessfully feed high-moisture ensiled 
ground or shelled ear corn to milking 
cows, reports a staff of University of 
Wisconsin dairy specialists. 

This is important news, for in most 
seasons some of the corn grown in the 
Midwest doesn’t reach maturity before 
frost. Since corn represents nearly half 
of the grain fed to dairy cattle, putting 
high-moisture corn in the silo offers 
several advantages to dairy farmers. 
Lower field losses, earlier harvest, 
low-cost storage and a product suited 
to mechanical feeding are among the 
most important advantages. 

Experiments carried out over two 
crop seasons by the Wisconsin team of 
researchers headed by N. A. Jorgensen 
were designed to compare the feeding 
value of high-moisture ground ear or 
shelled corn with dry shelled or ear 
corn, in terms of milk production, 
milk composition, and body weight 
changes of the cows. 

Results of these tests found little 
difference in production efficiency be- 
tween treatments and the feeding 
value of high-moisture corn was equal 
to that of dry corn for milk produc- 
tion. The researchers took all types of 
grain from the field at the same time 
to avoid changes in nutrient composi- 
tion due to further maturing in the 
field. High-moisture corn was stored in 
twin 10 x 25 foot concrete stave silos. 

During the 56-day feeding trials, 
cows ate high-moisture corn fresh 
from the silo as readily as dry ground 
corn. The specialists noted, however, 
that if the grain from the silo was 
allowed to stand in the feed cart for 
more than four hours, at barn temper- 
ature, it heated and was not eaten as 
readily by the cows. 

The cows fed ground dry ear corn 
produced the highest level of four 
percent milk during each trial. There 
were no significant differences in milk 
production between the high-moisture 
ensiled ear corn and high-moisture 
ensiled shelled corn. 

This suggests that the cob has con- 
siderable feed value when _high- 
moisture ear corn is put in the silo and 
that nutrients are lost by not utilizing 
the cob, the researchers point out. The 
tests also showed that cows on the 
various rations had similar weight gains 
and had no metabolic disorders that 
could be attributed to the feeding of 
high-moisture corn. 

The dairy specialists say that the 
decision to use silo storage of high- 
moisture corn depends on economic 
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factors other than feed value. Based on 
their research findings, the scientists 
make the following suggestions for 
ensiling and feeding high-moisture 
corn. 


Harvesting — High-moisture shelled 
corn should be harvested when the 
kernel moisture is 30 percent (25-35 
percent) high-moisture ear corn at 32 
percent (28-36 percent). 

Storage Unit — High-moisture corn 
can be safely stored in good airtight 
units, conventional tower silos or plas- 
tic units. Like other silages, high- 
moisture corn ferments, so proper 
storage must prevent or reduce mold 
growth. 

Processing Corn — Corn should be 
ground before being stored in conven- 
tional silos. This is also recommended 
for storage in airtight or sealed units, 
however, whole kernels can be stored 
in these units and then ground upon 
removal. 


Filling — Rapid filling and even 
distribution prevents separation of ker- 
nel and cob particles, and promotes a 
desirable fermentation. The silo should 
be capped to prevent surface spoilage 
if feeding is not started immediately. 

Feeding Out — A mechanical top 
unloader is desirable in a conventional 
tower silo as it will leave a smooth 
surface which helps prevent air move- 
ment into the top layer of the silage. 
Removing one to two inches per day 
during cold weather and two to three 
inches during warm weather helps pre- 
vent spoilage. 

Matching herd and silo size is ex- 
tremely important. For example, when 
feeding ensiled corn to cows from a 14 
foot silo at the rate of 15 pounds per 
head daily, it would take nearly 80 
cows to provide adequate removal to 
prevent spoilage. High-moisture ensiled 
grain should be fed shortly after re- 
moval for best acceptance. 

Feeding Value — When fed on an 
equal dry matter basis, high-moisture 
ensiled corn has a feeding value for 
milk production equal to dry corn, but 
not greater. For each pound of dry 
corn, it will take approximately 1.2 
pounds of high-moisture corn contain- 
ing 30 percent moisture to supply an 
equal amount of dry matter. Since the 
cob has feed value for dairy cattle, 
ensiling high-moisture ear corn is rec- 
ommended in preference to high- 
moisture shelled corn. 

Some advantages of high-moisture 
corn silage are a two- to three-week 
earlier harvest than for cribbed corn. 


This reduces weather problems en- 
countered in late fall, and it allows use 
of stalks for stover or pasture. Storage 
costs are comparatively low and the 
system relatively rodent-free. 

A disadvantage of high-moisture 
silage is that the grain does not store 
well after premixing and is difficult to 
market. The complete report of the 
study is available in Research Report 
59, UW College of Agricultural and 
Life Sciences, May, 1970. 


William D. Knox 
Receives ADSA 
Distinguished Service Award 


WILLIAM D. KNOX, editor of 
Hoard’s Dairyman, received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Award of the 
American Dairy Science Association at 
the opening session of the association’s 
annual meeting, Gainesville, Fila., 
Sunday evening, June 28. 

William Knox became youth editor 
of the national magazine in 1941. 
After serving in the United States 
Navy for four years, he then became 
associate editor and then editor of this 
publication in 1949. As the third 
editor in the 82-year history of this 
periodical, his editorials have been an 
inspiration in the fields of livestock 
conservation and dairy products mar- 
keting. He was the founding chairman, 
secretary and president of the National 
Brucellosis Committee. He keynoted 
the formation meeting of the National 
Mastitis Council and has served effec- 
tively as a board member and on key 
committees. 

In 1961 he was appointed by the 
President of the United States to the 
bipartisan National Agricultural 
Advisory Commission. As a part of his 
duties, he served with the National 
Stabilization Committee on Dairy 
Products, the Strategic Food Reserve 
Committee, and the USDA depart- 
mental Administration Committee. 
Other accomplishments are too numer- 
ous to mention. 

Some of the honors which have 
been bestowed upon William Knox 
are: Honorary member of the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Association; 
Distinguished Service Award of Na- 
tional Brucellosis Committee; Rotary 
International Service Citation; Mich- 
igan State University Distinguished 
Agricultural Alumnus Award; Hon- 
orary Future Farmer; National 4-H 
Alumni Award and Tri-State Man of 
the Year and numerous citations.

IT MAY SURPRISE you, but... A 
Seventeen Magazine survey of teen-age 
girls has revealed that milk is con- 
sumed daily by almost nine out of 10 
girls interviewed. Six out of 10 had 
fresh whole milk. Three out of 10 had 
skim milk. Eighty-five percent of the 
girls drank an average 2.72 glasses of 
milk per day. At breakfast 45.6 per- 
cent drink milk; at lunch 54.4 percent, 
and at dinner 62 percent. As a snack, 
2.2 percent of the girls drink milk 
mid-morning, 15.8 percent afternoon 
and 25.6 percent at bedtime. 

By contrast the survey showed 64.8 
of the teen-age girls drink an average 
1.72 glasses of soft drinks per day. 
With lunch, afternoon and evening 
being the most popular times. All of 
this runs contrary to a good bit of 
popular belief that teen-age girls down 
great quantities of soft drinks and are 
shy on milk drinking. Seventeen’s Con- 
sumer Panel (the source of the survey) 
is made up of 1,450 girls.

the past three years he has been author 
or co-author of 17 full-length publica- 
tions of original research, six abstracts, 
and has contributed chapters to three 
significant books. 

He has investigated and character- 
ized major enzymes, metabolites, and 
other cellular constituents involved in 
mammary gland function and then 
studied their response to endocrine 
and dietary manipulation. Also, Prof. 
Baldwin has conducted research in the 
study of biochemical pathways in the 
rumen under different dietary condi- 
tions, and in the characterization of 
selected enzymes and pathways in 
individual rumen microbial species. 

In addition, he has combined his 
biological insight and his knowledge of 
biochemistry and mathematics in 
order to develop mathematical model- 
ing of rumen digestion and of 
mammary gland metabolism. With 
computer simulation modeling as yet 
another tool, he has been able to 
proceed in a pioneering way to 
understand more complete biological 
systems. 

Prof. Baldwin is a member of the 
Editorial Board of the Journal of 
Dairy Science. He is highly regarded as 
a teacher and adviser of undergraduate 
and graduate students.
